There were an estimated 721,700 persons wanted to work and were available to start 
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Discouraged Jobseekers. The number of 
discouraged jobseekers in September 1988, 
83,800 compared with 92,000 in March 1988. 
In September 38.8 per cent of discouraged 
jobseekers reported that their main reason 
for not actively looking for work was that 
they were considered too young or too old by 
employers, and a further 27.4 per cent 
reported that there were no jobs in their 
locality or line of work. 


Intention-to Look for Work. Some 40.6 per 
cent of persons with marginal attachment to 
the labour force intended to look for work in 
the next twelve months, while a further 20.8 
per cent were undecided. Of the 281,300 


persons who wanted to work but were not 
marginally attached to the labour force, 33.1 
per cent stated that they intended to look, 
while 24.1 per cent were undecided. 


° Type of Work Preferred. Almost 
three-quarters of persons with marginal 
attachment to the labour force preferred to 
work part-time while 25.6 per cent stated a 
full-time preference. This distribution was 
different for persons who wanted to work 
but were not marginally attached to the 
labour force (62.7 per cent preferred to work 
part-time and 31.4 per cent full-time).

APPENDIX A 


GLOSSARY 


Actively looking for work: those persons who were taking 
active steps to find work. 


Active steps taken to find work: they comprise: 
(a) writing, telephoning or applying in person to an 
employer for work; 


(hb) answering a newspaper advertisement for a job; 


(c) checking factory or Commonwealth Employment 
Service noticeboards; 


(d) being registered with the Commonwealth Employ- 
ment Service; 


(ec) checking or registering with any other employment 
agency; 


(f) advertising or tendering for work; or 
(g) contacting friends or relatives. 


Available to start work within four weeks: those persons 
who were available to start work within four weeks or 
could start work if childcare was available. 


Discouraged jobseekers: persons with marginal attach- 
ment to the labour force who wanted to work and were 
available to start work within the next four weeks but 
whose main reason for not taking active steps to find 
work was that they believed they would not find a job for 
any of the following reasons— 


(a) considered to be too young or too old by em- 
ployers; | 


(b) difficulties with language or ethnic background; 


(c) lacked the necessary schooling, training, skills or 
experience; 


(d) no jobs in their locality or line of work; or 

(e) no jobs available at all. 
Job: any employment, full-time or part-time, lasting two 
weeks or more. 


Job leavers: persons who voluntarily ceased their last job. 


Job losers: persons who involuntarily ceased their last 
job. 
Marginal attachment to the labour force: persons who 


were not in the labour force in the reference week, wanted 
to work and— 


(a) were actively looking for work but did not meet 
the criteria to be classified as unemployed; or 


(b) were not actively looking for work but were avail- 
able to start work within four weeks or could start 
work within four weeks if childcare was available. 


The criteria determining those in the labour force are 
based on actual activity (i.e. working or looking for work) 
during the reference week. The criteria associated with 
marginal attachment to the labour force, in particular the 
concepts of wanting to work, reasons for not actively 
looking for work and availability to start work, are more 
subjective and are not based on the respondents’ actual 
activity. Hence, the measurement of these criteria is af- 
fected by the respondents’ own interpretation of the 
concepts used. An individual respondent’s interpretation is 
affected by such factors as the respondent’s work aspira- 
tions, as well as family, economic and other 
commitments. 


Not in the labour force and wanted to work: persons 
who— 


(a) in the four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week had taken active steps to find work but did 
not meet the criteria to be classified as unem- 
ployed; 


(b) although claiming to have looked for work (in the 
four weeks up to the end of the reference week), 
had not taken active steps to find work; 


(c) in the four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week had not looked for work but in the survey 
answered ’yes’ or ’maybe’ to the question 'Even 
though you have not been looking for work would 
you like a full-time or part-time job?’ ; or 


(d)in the four weeks up to the end of the reference 
week, had not looked for work but were respon- 
sible for children under twelve years of age and 
answered ’yes’ or ’maybe’ to the question "If you 
had childcare arrangements for your child(ren) 
under 12, would you like a job?’. 


Persons not in the labour force: persons who do not meet 
the criteria that would enable them to be classified as 
being in the labour force. To be classified as being in the 
labour force, a person must be aged 15 or over and be 
either employed or unemployed. Persons not in the labour 
force, therefore, include all persons aged 15 and over who 
are not employed, who want to work but do not meet the 
criteria to be classified as unemployed; who do not want 
to work; or who, through incapacity or infirmity, cannot 
work. 


APPENDIX B 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the September 1988 labour 
force survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Of the respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were asked about 
their labour force aspirations and, if appropriate, their rea- 
sons for not actively looking for work and their 
availability for work. 


Scope 


3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described 
in full in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) except 
that it was restricted to persons not in the labour force 
aged 15 to 69. 


4. In the Tables, "All Persons" refers to all persons 
within the scope of the survey. 


Coverage 


5. In the population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person in associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of se- 
lection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more details. 


Definitions 


6. Definitions of labour force and demographic classifi- 
cations appearing in this publication are given in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


7. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication related to the week before the interview 
(i.e. the reference week). 


Results of the survey 


8. Estimates of persons not in the labour force are also 
published in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). How- 
ever, more detailed information is contained in this 
publication. 


9. Due to differences in the method of estimation used 
in this supplementary survey and that used in the labour 
force survey and the differences in the scope of this sur- 
vey, there are some small variations between estimates in 
this publication and those in the corresponding issue of 
The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


10. The estimates in this publication refer to information 
collected in the survey month and, due to seasonal factors, 
may not be representative of other months of the year. 


11. This publication contains only a summary of the re- 
sults of the survey. A more detailed publication Persons 
Not in the Labour Force, Australia (6220.0) will be re- 
leased as soon as possible. Tables of unpublished data 
may be purchased on request. 


12. Results of similar surveys, which have been con- 
ducted each March and September since March 1979 
(except September 1987), and also in May 1977 and No- 
vember 1975, have been published in Persons Not in the 
Labour Force, Australia (6220.0). 


13. It is proposed that this survey will be conducted next 
in September 1989. 


Discontinuities in the series 


14. The scope of surveys run before September 1988 in- 
cluded all persons aged 15 and over. In September 1988 
the survey was restricted to exclude all persons aged 70 
and over. Historical estimates contained in this publication 
have been revised to enable comparisons of estimates 
from this survey with those from surveys conducted prior 
to September 1988. 


Survey sample redesign 


15. The labour force survey sample has been redesigned 
and reselected using information collected in the 1986 
Population Census. The new sample was phased in over 
the period September 1987 to December 1987. For details, 
see Information Paper—Labour Force Survey—Sample 
design (6269.0). 


Reliability of the estimates 


16. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings they are subject to sampling variability, that is, 
they may differ from those that would have been pro- 
duced if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 
One measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to which an es- 
timate might have varied by chance because only a 
sample of dwellings was included. There are about two 
chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the number that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and 
about nineteen chances in twenty that the difference will 
be less than two standard errors. Another measure of the 
likely difference is the relative standard error, which is 
obtained by expressing the standard error as a percentage 
of the estimate. 


17. As can be seen from the standard error table, the 
smaller the estimate, the higher the relative standard 
error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high 
standard errors (relative to the size of the estimate) as to 
detract seriously from their value for most reasonable 
uses. In the tables in this publication only estimates with 
relative standard errors of 25 per cent or less and percent- 


ages based on such estimates are considered sufficiently 
reliable for most purposes. However, estimates and per- 
centages with larger relative standard errors have been 
included and are preceded by an asterisk (e.g. *3.4) to in- 
dicate they are subject to high standard errors and should 
be used with caution. 


18. The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is 
measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because of imperfections 
in reporting by interviewers and respondents and errors 
made in coding and processing data. Inaccuracies of this 
kind are referred to as the non-sampling error and they 
may ©ccur in any enumeration, whether it be a full count 
or a sample. Every effort is made to reduce the non-samp- 
ling error to a minimum by careful design of 
questionnaires, intensive training and supervision of inter- 
viewers and efficient operating procedures.
